PASTOR’S MEDITATION

"Go therefore and make disciples of all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit, teaching them to observe all that I have 
commanded you; and lo, Iam with you always, to the close of the age.'' Matthew 28:19-20 


These are the marching orders of our Majestic Lord and King, These words lack 
the punch and power until we look at Him who speaks. The risen and living Saviour reigns, 
What a vision He gives! What a goal He sets! He has conquered! He gives the orders. 
He speaks with royal power and authority. 


We are thankful for those who have been before us. They beheld Him as ''King of 
Kings. '' They heard His ''voice.'' They were faithful to their heavenly vision. Today, 
we need to behold Him afresh. We need to hear His orders anew. We need His vision of 
the world in which we live. Today, ours is the privilege. Today, ours is the respon- 
sibility. God has blessed us today with material things as people have never been blessed 
before.

There is an interesting story told ‘rom the life of Adoniram Judson, the first Chris- 
tian missionary to Burma. One day, later in his life after he had become world famous 
as a missionary, he was out walking with a friend in Rochester, New York. As they 
walked by the campus of a Christian college, Judson suddenly burst forth with this ques- 
tion to his friend: ''Do you know what I would do if I had a thousand dollars?" ''Yes," 
was the immediate reply, ‘you would put it into missions.'’ However, Judson astonished 
his friend by saying: ''I would put it into an institution like that. Building Christian 
colleges and filling them with students is raising the seed corn of the world. " 


This man of God, whose spiritual vision was so keen, saw the Christian college as 
such a great potential in carrying out our Lord's Commission. You, as a reader "in 
Christ'' wherever you are or whoever you are, can have an important part in "building" 
and in ''filling'' Christian colleges.

The Blessedness of Walking With God 


"And Enoch walked with God; 


and he was not; 


for God took him." Gen. 5:24 


This is perhaps the shortest life-sketch in the Bible; but how wonderfully significant 
itis! 

It tells us that Enoch walked with God. He not merely met God occasionally; he be- 
came well acquainted with Him. There developed an intimate loving friendship between 
Enoch and God, a fellowship productive of increasing holiness, steadying poise, victorious 
power, infinite peace. So intimately did Enoch come into communion with God that after 
a presumably long and useful career, the comradeship on earth opened into a more glori- 
ous fellowship beyond, without the agency of death. 

Perhaps this latter experience is not for us, in exactly the same form; but ''Walking 
with God" is a blessed experience possible for each one of us, and it holds within it stores 
of treasure for the life that is and for the life to come. 

The practise of walking with God results in steady progress in Christian thinking and 
living. The apostle Paul makes reference to this when he prays for his Colossian friends 
that they might ''walk worthy of the Lord unto all pleasing, bearing fruit in every good 
work, and increasing in the knowledge of God.'' Col. 1:10 

Walking with God registers progress in knowledge. Through Christian experience in 
the light of God's word, we gain in insight, in understanding, in comprehension of our own 
nature, and in the nature of God. 

Walking with God makes for progress in holiness. With God as our Companion and 
Friend, we shall be careful not to offend Him by going against His will. As we walk with 
Him, He will reveal to us constantly heightening and expanding ideals for our conduct. 

The stature of Christ will be more and more created within us; we shall grow in newness 
of life. 

We hope that the boys and girls that attend our college will avail themselves of every 
opportunity to walk with God daily with this longing in their hearts:

My First Day at:-C. LC; 


It was a few days before Christmas Nineteen Hundred and Eleven.

Finally, 
plucking up my courage I approached a boy, who looked as if he would 
be kind, and in my nicest manner I, asked, ''Could you please tell me, 
where I could find Professor Odegaard?'' His face was blank. He looked 
around at the others and there was a great shaking of heads, and ''No 
snakke English!'' Then one bright looking lad stepped up as if he under- 
stood, took me to the stairs and pointed up and gave me to understand 
that I should go up. I went up and down the corridor upstairs and found 
nothing but unmade beds and very untidy rooms. Certainly no one that 
looked like the professor. I came down, very red in the face, to see 
the entire gang rocking with laughter. The rascals all spoke good or 
better English than I, 


You see, I had been expected and coming all the way from Ontario 
they couldn't resist in initiating me to the mysterious doings at C.L.C, 


However, it broke the ice for me and when they saw that I could 
appreciate a joke we all became good friends and they also found that 
they couldn't put much over the shy little girl from Ontario.

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The life of the College from 1925 to 1944 was imperilled by the severe 
depréssion of the thirties and by a lack of interest in private school education, 
Two men who did much to bring the College safely through this period were 


E,M. Bergh (1925-1944) and C.A, Ronning (1927-1942). 


Their contribution 


to the perpetuation and mission of the College received recognition at a chapel 
service held April 8, 1960, when Luther §. Olson, chairman of the board of 
regents, made a presentation of a set of Encylclopaedia Brittanicas in their 


honour. 


Mr. Bergh served 17 of his 
19 years as commercial teacher 
and business manager. Mr. 
Ronning served as principal his 
entire tenure. During his<o 
years in office, 465 graduates 
were sent from the College, as 
compared with 123 graduates in 
the previous 16 years. Sucha 
marked increase in growth, in 
the face of difficult times, pays 
eloquent tribute to the sort of 
leadership the College had dur- 
ing these years.

Dear President Lund: 


It is with real pleasure that I address to Camrose Lutheran College and its 
many friends, on the occasion of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the College, brief 
greetings with congratulations and best wishes for the future! 


I feel prompted to write, not just on my own behalf, but also on behalf of those 
with whom I was privileged to be associated fifty years ago when the College 
was founded and its first building erected. Most of them have long ago gone to 
their eternal reward. If they could have seen this day, and the great con- 
tribution which the College has made up to this time, they would have greatly 
rejoiced and thanked God. 


Memory recalls one solemn occasion, at an annual meeting of the College As- 
sociation, when the decision had to be made as to whether or not we proceed 
with the building project, or give it up, because the available funds seemed 
tragically inadequate. How could honest men assume the responsibility of 
proceeding? Tears of deep concern were shed that day, particularly by those 
who were most deeply concerned about the future of their children and children's 
children, and earnest prayers were offered to God for His gracious blessings 
and guidance. The decision was to proceed, because the obligation to do so 
seemed compulsive. 


As I try to analyze my own feelings and convictions of that day, and the attitudes 
of those who shared in the decision, it is difficult to say whether the main 
motivation was that of faith, or a strong compulsion of conscience that this 
venture in Christian education must be undertaken. But this is really nota 
problem of the one or the other, but rather the old problem which faces us all 
day by day, that of "holding faith and a good conscience."’ (1 Tim. 1:19) 


The history of Camrose Lutheran College bears witness, though perhaps with | 
varying degree of emphasis from time to time, that Christian faith and sensitive 
consciences have been decisive factors in promoting the Christian quality of the. 
education it has offered. This would seem to give promise that the best tradi- 
tions of its past will weigh heavily in the formulation and execution of future 
educational policies. 


To those who today so faithfully and well are carrying forward the cause of 
Camrose Lutheran College, we who belong to the generation that founded the 
institution in the name of the Triune God, offer our sincere congratulations 
upon work well done, and our prayers to God for His continuing blessings and 
empowering grace.

Inspiring Addresses by Guests of Honor vho Conveyed 
Greetings and Best Wishes of Ttwn and 
Sister Institutions 


At the informal opening of the 
Camrose Lutheran College on Mon- 
day evening, Prof. Tandberg, who 
designed the building, referred to it 
as the cradle of what the institution 
would some day become. 

This was the thought in the 
minds of the hundreds of visitors, 
who inspected the building from 
basement to attic. They recalled 
how short a time it was since the 
institution was first begun in Cam- 
rose and could not but believe that 
with the zeal and organization now 
behind it, the Camrose Lutheran 
College would have not one build- 
ing, but many buildings, and that 
a many fold increase would be 
shown in the staff and in the at- 
tendance of students. The genera] 
impression is that, in a very few 
years, the institution will expand 
to such proportions that the spac- 
ious grounds which now surround 
the building, will be fully required 
for the many branches of education 
al activity. 

The exercises of the evening in- 
cluded a most delightful porgram 
of congratulatory speeches and 
musical selections. Prof. Tand- 
berg acted as chairman of the large 
audience which was gathered in 
the school auditorium after a thor- 
ough survey of the class rooms 
and students’ quarters had been 
made.

“We in the Public school sys- 
tem,’’ said he, “must not forget 
our first debt. to the service which 
the churches have rendered.

“The Public school system can- 
not deal adequately with religious 
instruction but indirectly the 
schools can make the Public school 
education a Christian education. 


“The older folk cannot do too 
much for the younger folk. The 
youth of today should get twice the 
opportunity we received. It. is 
said that there can be produced 
today with the same expenditure 
of human energy one thousand 
times as much as a century ago. 
If this is true, it shouid give so 
much more time for education. 
It may shortly be made compulsory 
for the child to remain in school 
until sixteen years of age. 

The chairman called upon J. W. 
Russell, who in a few well chosen 
words told of the best wishes he 
brought from the sister institution, 
the Camrose High School.

Mr. Ronning was in par- 
ticularly happy mood for, as_he 
said, “Everything is going over 
the top today”, his remark having 
specific reference to the success- 
ful campaign which had brought in 
the amount of $1,500.00—and*a 
little more — required under the 
terms offered by the executors ¢P. 
B. Anderson and M. B. Ness) of 
the Anderson estate in cancelling 
a $3000.00 note held against the 
college. A neat bonfire had been 
arranged in a metal dish by Mr. 
Ronning’s “little brother”, Har- 
old, for the burning of the note 
and this act was performed in full 
view of the audience. As soon as 
the flame touched the note, it 
turned to a black crisp and was 
whirled away on the breeze. 

The $1,500.00 is an anniversary 
gift to the college. The executors 
made the stipulation that if $1,- 
500.00 could be raised, the $3,000.00 
loan would be wiped out. 

‘Two other ceremonies, neither 
listed on the program, added _ in- 
terest to the occasion. The first 
was the presentation to Mr. F. P. 
Layton, mayor at the time negoti- 
ations were being made to estab- 
lish the college here, of a baton. 
The spontaneous gesture was made 
by Mr. Ronning after Mr. Layton 
had finished a brief but eloquent 
address in which he used the baton 
lying under his hand on tae speal- 
ers’ desk. The stick was not actual- 
ly handed over to Mr. Layton un- 
til the evening concert, when after 
Mr. Ronning had used it to con- 
duct the choir singing, the recip- 
ient accepted it with the remark 
that he could not regard it as 
other than “a magic wand” after 
listening to the program of song. 

Three former principals of Cam- 
rose College, Rev. J. P. Tandberg, 
Dr. J. R. Lavik, and Rev. A. H. 
Solheim, were obviously as de- 
lighted as they were’ surprised 
when Mr. Ronning brought forth 
three dainty silver cups and prof- 
fered them as mementoes of the 
auspicious occasion. 

The program opened with “O 
Canada”, and invocation by Evan- 
gelist E. Scotvold, who is ‘here for 
Camrose Week services. 

Mr. Ronning in his opening re- 
marks said it was largely due to 
the vision the pioneers possessed 
and to the devotedness of those 
who undertook to lay the founda- 
tions and to carry on over the 
period of the past. twenty-five 
years that today’s celebration had 
been made possible. Mr. Ronning 
briefly introduced Mr. Layton, Mr. 
Clarence Pearson, present mayor 
of Camrose, and the past three 
(principals. 


He had found the Camrose Lu- 
theran College playing an import- 
ant part among the educational 
institutions of the town ever since 
he came here in 1918, Mayor Pear- 
son said. He referred particularly 
to the cultural benefits offered by 
the college and spoke of the fine 
influences with which the stu- 
dents are surrounded. The teach- 
ers were friends and advisers as 
well as instructors, the speaker 
said, going on to pay special tri- 
bute to the religious and musical 
training for which the institution 
is noted. He suggested that the 
college was most fortunate in hav- 
ing Mr. Ronning as a leader and 
wished the institution every suc- 
cess in the future. 

Mr. Layton referred to the self- 
denial and sacrifice that had been 
necessary on the part of those 
connected with it to keep the col- 
lege operating during stressful 
years. In the young people gradu- 
ating ‘from this college and other 
places, Mr. Layton expressed a- 
bounding faith and capability to 
solve the problems of the times. 
As far back as 6,000 years, a 
Babylonian document had infer- 
red that the young people of the 
day were not what they used to 
be, and there were people today 
who appeared to hold the same 
views, Mr. Layton spoke briefly of 
the lack of security felt by our 
young people today, even after 
they had qualified for positions, 
making them a prey to the con- 


flicting ideas advanced through: 


such mediums as magazines and 
moving pictures. The work of the 
Camrose College in teaching youth 
how to live, in addition to giving 
them academic training, was most 
important, the speaker declared. 
Young people found through this 
religious teaching that just one 
thing in this world does not change 
and that is the word of God, and 
that only on Christian principles 
can the world move for the suc- 
cessful conduct of Christian rela- 


tionships. Mr. Layton’s address 
opened with a pleasantly humor- 
ous reference to 1911 and 1936 
model mayors and to Mr. Ron- 
ning’s prowess as a runner. 

Following the former mayor’s 
address, Mr. Ronning said certain 
words spoken by Mr. Layton at 
the time the college was dedicated 
had‘ remained with him through 
the years. Mr, Layton had said: 
“Far more important than the 
blowing of whistles is the ringing 
of the bells of schools and insti- 
tutions we hope to bring into the 
town of Camrose.” 

Rev. J. P. Tandberg reviewed in 
interesting fashion the steps lead- 
ing up to making the college a 
reality. It was a result of the 
amicable agreement of the two 
groups, the Hauges Synod and 
the United Norwegian Lutheran 
church, that it had been possible 
to bring their united strength to 
the task of providing a Christian 
school where the children of the 
‘people living on scattered home- 
steads could attend. Mr. ‘Tandberg 
expressed the wish that the Aug- 
ustana Synod (Swedish) would 
eventually join forces. He also ex- 
pressed a ‘hope that & seminary 
course could be made a depart- 
ment of the Camrose College at 
no distant date. Mr. Tandberg 
spoke in his canacitv as the man 


who had been sent by the mission 
board to look into the matter of 
establishing the college and later 
as the man who had been respons- 
ible for laying the foundations of 
the institution. 

Dr. Lavik brought greetings 
from Dr. Aasgard, head of the 
Norwegian Lutheran church. The 
speaker recalled that in taking 
Mr. Tandberg’s place he had been 
‘made treasurer of, the building 
fund on his arrival and later wa3 
made chairman of the board, re- 
sponsibilities he was later to find 


sa. Lavik said, describing in: de- 
ta¥. the »roblems thet arese in 
connection with money matters 
and dealing at some length with 
a ‘situation in which Dr. Jacob 
Tanner had used his influence to 
have a loan of $20,000.00 shifted 
to the Home Mission fund of the 
church, thus making it easier for 
local authorities to finance. The 
final outcome was that in 1917 the 
school was without debt and Dr. 
Lavik suggested a debt of grati- 
tude was due the mother church 
for having retired two-thirds of. 
the loan. Dr. Lavik pointed out 
that the college is essentially a 
church school and that it is the 
duty of the Lutheran congrega- 
tions to exercise direct and defin- 
ite control over it. 

In his brief speech, Rev. Mr. 
Solheim said in part that the ob- 
jective of the Camrose Lutheran 
College is to foster strong men 
and women with characters above 
reproach. He felt the foundations 
of the college had been well laid 
in the past years, and referred to 
the high standing attained by 
many of the graduates. Mr. Sol- 
heim pointed with satisfaction to 
the record which showed that 
seven graduates have served in 
the foreign mission field and ten 
in the ministry, while hundreds 
have gone from the college through 
Normal school to make their in- 
fluence felt for good. 

Gudrun Ness Ronning was the 
soloist, singing “The Answer”, Mr. 
Chester Ronning playing her ac- 
companiment. The College choir 
sang Beethoven’s “The Heavens 
Are Telling” and “Landsighting” 
by Edvard Grieg. Mr. Ronning, 
director, explained that this latter 
notable composition was compos- 
ed by Bjornson, Norway’s national 
poet, to commemorate the bring- 
ing of Christianity to Norway. 

After the singing of the Dox- 
ology, Rev. Nels Carlson, college 
pastor, pronounced the benedic- 
tion. The visitors were invited to 
the dining room for “eftermidag- 
skaffe” when a very pleasant hour 
was spent. : 

In the evening a delightful con- 
cert held in the Lutheran church 
ended the day’s proceedings. The 
choir under Mr. Ronning’s direc- 
tion sang several selections. Vo- 
cal trio numbers were sung, by 
Alice Ness, Gladys Ness and Gud- 
run Ness Ronning, and quartettes 
were by E. Bergh, E. Schonning, 
R. Dahl and Harold Ronning. Gud- 
ran Ness Ronning was the soloist 
with Mrs. Hedman-Miller at the 
piano, and the selections were: 
“Peace I Leave With You” (Dich- 
mont) and “O Divine Redeemer” 


(Gounod).

DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL 


The Board of Regents of Camrose Lutheran College established a Development 
Council on July 5, 1960 and gave to it a two-fold mission: one, to implement plans 
for observing the Golden Anniversary of the College's founding; and two, to carry 
out a systematic development of the Long-Range Development Program endorsed 
by the 1959 Convention of the Canada District of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 
The picture below is of the initial meeting of the Council. Pictured Left to Right 
are Ingvold Ness, James Dalager, Alver Person, Conrad Lund, Luther Olson, 
William Fowler, Algar Lyseng, Clarence Haugen and George Strand. 


The circular diagram in the picture was prepared to depict the "associate"! 
structure which the Council has adopted as the chief basis of support for the ex- 
pansion program. Each pie-like segment represents one sector of support. The 
single part nearest to the inner circle represents the ''key associate'' of the sector. 
Each initial associate seeks to secure five associates who will, in turn, seek three 
each (total, 15) who will again seek one each. A completely manned sector would 
involve 36 associates and would (if the associate average of $200 per year is main- 
tained) bring in $7200 of annual support to the Extension Fund. 20 sectors could 
bring in annual support of $144,000. What is more important is the rallying of 
alumni, church, community and other supporters to the College, in prayer and 
good will as well as in financial contributions. The Council (represented by the in- 
ner circle, together with the Board of Regents) feels that each one who helps the 
College in this bold program of expansion will succeed in associating his name with 
a cause that will outlast him,
